Medical personnel advised that Deputy a na sustained a “through and 
through” gunshot wound to his left shoulder. 


The suspect was taken into custody approximately 30 minutes after the shooting. 
Suspect King utilized a “Ruger” 357 Magnum Revolver. Model “Security Six.” The 
revolver was found to contain six expended 357 Magnum caliber cartridges. 


On November 10, 2010 the Executive Force Review Committee convened and 
conducted a review regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that 
were evaluated by the committee were: MPP §§ 3-01/025.00, Use of Force; 3- 
01/025.30, Use of Firearms and Deadly Force; 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable Force; 
and 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards. 


Concerning: 

MPP § 3-01/025.00, Use of Force, MPP § 3-01/025.30, Use of Firearms and Deadly 
Force, and MPP § 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable Force, the Committee determined that 
the force used by Deputy’ was reasonable and 
necessary and in compliance with Department policy. 

MPP § 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards, the Committee determined that the 


tactics employed by Deputy EEE this incident were within Department 
Policy.

After 
having been acknowledged by the Public Response Dispatcher, Deputy [EE is 
heard shouting “Watch out, Watch out,” as if shouting to someone at the scene. 


IABNote: During his interviews, Deputy stated that shortly after the 
shooting, he encountered a girl with her father.

The suspect is taken into custody 
approximately 28 minutes after the shooting.

He said the suspect 
abruptly turned left and approached the apartment complex a iE /hich 
is known for gang and narcotic activity. 


Deputy EE saic the suspect was shifting his clothing, as if preparing to retrieve 
and toss something, or securing a weapon. He said that the suspect attempted to open 
the apartment’s security door, but it was locked. He said the suspect looked back at him 
several times, as he attempted to enter the complex. 


Deputy EE ic that he decided to contact the suspect, so he stopped and exited 
his patrol vehicle. He then asked the suspect to walk over to the patrol vehicle, and the 
suspect complied, stopping at the curb by the front right tire. Deputy sic that 
he began walking around the front of his vehicle, in order to contact the suspect, and saw 
that the suspect's left hand was inside the teft side of his pants. Deputy a sic 
he told the suspect to remove his hands from his pants, at which point the suspect pulled 
out a revolver. 


Deputy saic he retrieved his firearm from the holster as the suspect fired his 
weapon. He said he (Deputy [EEE fired two times at the suspect, utilizing a “hip 
shot’ tactic. He said that he began walking back towards the rear of the patrol vehicle in 
order to obtain cover. As he backed away he fired two more shots at the suspect, through 
the vehicle’s driver's side window, and the windshield. 


Deputy saic the suspect fired several more times at him, holding the gun up 
over his head, irying to shoot over the car. He said he continued walking towards the back 
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of the patrol vehicle, firing several more rounds at the suspect. He said that when he 
reached the trunk area, he fired several more shots at the suspect, through the back 
window. 


Deputy EE saic he realized that he had been struck in the shoulder, and feared 
that his injury would negatively impact his ability to reload his weapon. He said he also 
feared that the suspect was going to run straight at him. Deputy {EE said he 
decided to run across the street, in order to distance himself from the suspect, and obtain 
better cover. He said he initiated an assistance request via his portable radio. 


Deputy ET saic he ran in a south east direction, and utilized some parked 
vehicles as cover. He said the suspect also ran across the street, and got behind other 
parked cars, several feet west of where he had taken a position. He said he saw the 
suspect point his revolver at him and pull the trigger, but he did not hear any shots. 


Deputy EEE ic he then saw the suspect enter a dark colored vehicle, which was 
parked on tne south side.

He said he saw a vehicle parked 
on the south west comer, and he decided he would use that for cover and concealment. 
He said he had seen the suspect's vehicle began to pull out, and he felt he was going to 
drive east towards him. 


Deputy SH that as his assisting units arrived, he realized that the suspect 
had made a U-turn, and fled westbound on Avenue Q-4. 
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For Deputy OSG statements, refer to his interview transcripts (Included 
in Volume I and Volume Il). 


WITNESS STATEMENTS 


The residential neighborhood near the shooting scene was canvassed for any potential 
witnesses. The area was canvassed by Palmdale Station personnel, and Homicide Bureau 
detectives. 


One witness was found land interviewed by Palmdale Station Deputy 
Georgina Carmona 


Several other individuals stated they heard gunshots, but did not actually witness the 
shooting, or had any knowledge of the circumstances surrounding the incident. Several 
people said that after hearing gunshots they observed the suspect's vehicle traveling west 
on Avenue Q-4.

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SUSPECT'S STATEMENTS 


Suspect King was interviewed by Homicide Bureau Detectives Michael Valento and Todd 
Anderson, on July 13, 2009, at 0535 hours. The interview was conducted in an interview 
room at the Palmdale Station jail. Suspect King chose to speak to the detectives without 
representation. The interview was digitally audio recorded. 


Suspect King initially denied being involved in a i with Deputy | Later 


in the interview he admitted that he shot at Deputy, because he was scared 
that he would be arrested. 


Suspect King said that when Deputy Oee] to detain him, he (Suspect 
King) removed his handgun, which was concealed in his front lefi pocket of his shorts. He 
said he then began shooting at the deputy, from approximately seven feet away. Suspect 
King said that after the shooting, the deputy began running east. He said he (Suspect 
King) then got into his Icicle. which he had borrowed, and left the location.
